The  preliminary  population  taken  at  the  Census  in  1951  was  10,982. 

AREA 


The  district  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  corners  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods,  leather,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  fat 
refining  and  dyeing.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1955  was  146,  74  males 
and  72  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  13.6  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  oirths  was  137,  83  males  and  54  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  12.8. 

Tnere  was  one  still  birth  1  male,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000 
total  (Live  and  still)  births  of  7.  *

death  rate  exceeded  the  birth  rate  by  0,8.  The  mean  death  rate 
io:t  the  past  five  years  was  0,1  below  the  mean  birth  rate.

There  have  been  2  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  15  per  1,000  live  births,  against 
5  deaths  and  a  rate  of  32  for  1954,  and  an  average  of  42  for  the 
past  five  years. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  17  below 
the  previous  year  and  27  below  the  average. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  the  above  rate  of  15 
per  1,000  live  births  for  1955  is  the  lowest  figure  recorded 
throughout  the  47  years  for  which  figures  are  available.

.  ihe  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer 
rejyjre  a  .Medical  Oificer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis 
notifications,  but  oh e  Minister  of  health  urges  that  registers 
should  continue  to  be  kept.  A  register  is  therefore  maintained  of 
all  cases  notified  and  a  quarterly  statement  forwarded  to  the 
oun  y  Medical  Officer  of  Health  showing  all  admissions  to  and 
removals  from  the  register  and  the  cause  of  such  removals. 


_  The  number  of  tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  56  -  38  Pulmonary  and  18  non-Pulmonary . 
o  ases  have  been  added  to  the  register,  all  Pulmonary.  5  Cases  - 
1  Pulmonary  and  4  non-Pulmonary  have  been  removed  from  the  register, 
caving  a  total  of  57  at  the  end  of  the  year  -  43  Pulmonary  and  14 
on-Pulmonary .  Ox  the  5  cases  removed  from  the  register,  3  have 
been  notified  as  "recovered" ,  1  has  removed  out  of  the  district, 
and  1  has  died  from  other  causes. 


The  body  of  the  Report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
epartment  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
sets  out  aetails  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.
